REZONING PETITTION 
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RESOLUTION OF ZONING ORDINANCE AMENDMENT RECOMMENDATION 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, on February 8, 1994 referred a proposed zoning map 
amendment to the City Plan Commission which proposed ordinance was 
designated Bill No. Z-94-02-03; and, 


WHEREAS, the required notice of public hearing on such 
proposed ordinance has been published as required by law; and, 


WHEREAS, the City Plan Commission conducted a public hearing 
on such proposed ordinance on February 21, 1994. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Plan Commission 
does hereby recommend that this ordinance be returned to the Common 
Council with a DO PASS recommendation based on the Commission’s 
following "Findings of Fact". 


(1) the grant will not be injurious to the public health, 
safety, morals, and general welfare of the community; 


(2) the use or value of the area adjacent to the property 
included in the rezoning will not be affected in a 
substantially adverse manner; 


(3) the need for the rezoning arises from some condition 
peculiar to the property involved and the condition is not due 
to the general conditions of the neighborhood; 


(4) the strict application of the terms of the zoning 
ordinance will constitute an unusual and unnecessary hardship 
if applied to the property for which the rezoning is sought; 
and, 


(5) the grant does not interfere substantially with the 
comprehensive plan adopted under the 500 series of the 
metropolitan development law.

Neighborhood Plan: The area in question lies within the West 

å Central Neighborhood and is not targeted for 
any specific land use goals. Any use is okay 
with Neighborhood Planning as long as it is 
supported by the neighborhood association, in 
this case, West Central. Through unstated we 
assume that this day care center will be for 
Lincoln Life employees use, however, it would 
be nice if it were opened up for use to all 
low income residents of this area. 


Comprehensive Plan: The general land use policies of the 
Comprehensive Plan states that rezoning and 
development proposals should be compatible 
with existing and planned land uses and 
should not establish an undesirable precedent 
in the area to be developed. 


This property is located within the Central 
Area. There are three main goals in the 
Central Area: (1) to maintain existing 
development, (2) to halt deterioration, and 
(3) to encourage reinvestment. 


Landscape: r No comment. 


Planning Staff Discussion: 


This ground is currently used for a parking facility. There is 
commercial zoning to the north, east and south, with residential 


zoning on the west side of McClellan Street. Lot 27, located on 
Lewis Street is completely surrounded by commercial zoning. Lot 
18, at the corner of Douglas and McClellan Streets has commercial 
zoning on three sides. 


As the included zoning map indicates McClellan Street could serve 
as the delineation between the commercial uses and residential. 
Portions of the R-3 zoned ground to the west are currently used. 
as a parking lot. Approval of this request would allow this 
block to be zoned to a limited business classification that seems 
appropriate for the area. 


Staff agrees with the petitioner that a B-1-B designation would 
represent the highest and best use of this area, acting as a 
commercial transitional zoning between the R-3 zoning to the west 
and the more intense zonings to the east. The predominate uses - 
in this area are either commercial or parking lot uses. 
Attempting to develop this block without rezoning these two lots 
could create a unique set of circumstances that could limit 
development potential. 


Recommendation: Do pass for the following reasons: 


1) Approval is consistent with the existing zoning and land use 
patterns in the immediate area, and with the Comprehensive Plan. 


2) Approval would represent the highest and best use of the area 
without having a negative impact on property values. 


3) Existing designations on these two lots could result ina 
unique set of development constraints or variance requests. It is 
in the best interests of all concerned to solidify the zoning 
pattern in the area.
